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PREFACE TO NEW EDITION 


IN this new edition a short reading passage has been 
added to each lesson in order to give the pupils 
further practice with the new words and structures 
they have learnt. It is recommended that the read- 
ing, at home or in school, should be done before 
the exercises are attempted. 

This additional material, while being limited to 
what has been taught up to the point at which it 
appears, does contain compounds and combina- 
tions of words which the pupils have not seen 
in print, though they have probably heard them 
from the teacher and used them in answers. The 
passages, therefore, are not only revisional but 
provide useful tests of comprehension. Any diff- 
culties should be overcome by reference to the 
appropriate part of the lesson, not by translation, 

With the exception of this additional reading 
material the content of the book remains un- 
changed.
